v olv ers, and

faction kept firing on them at long 
range. 
One^ or 
tw o spectators 
were slightly wou nded, and one of 
the Mans boy s receiv ed a bu llet in 
his shou lder. 
Frank Ly kins was 
shot in the abdomen. 
A fter reaching the hou se Frisbee 
. and his friends stationed themselv es 
at the windows and fired rapidly 
at their enemies, and the Howard- 
Mans faction retreated. 
A n hou r 
later they retu rned re-enforced by 
sev eral friends, and riddled the 
hotel w ith bu llets. 
In tbe meantime Ly kins and 
Frisbee bad escaped to the mou n­ 
tains on horseback, te alaras the 
neighborhood. 
Both 
sides 
are 
heav ily armed. 
Frank Ly kins will 
die, and Kelley Mans is danger­ 
ou sly wou nded. 
Both factions inclu de men prom i­ 
nent in the affairs of the cou nty . 
T he tow n has no protection ex ­ 
cepting from the cou nty •fficers, 
who are powerless becanse of the 
standing of the participants in the 
battle.

MAGNET KILLED SPIDER. 


Insect Easily Succumbed to the lullu- 
suce o f Instrument. 
An ex periment bu s lately bctu 
made by a scientist lo tost the inllm- 
ence which a magnet will hav e on a 
spider. 
The magnet employ ed was 
a small steel one of the U shape, tko 
legs of which were abomt two and a 
half inches long by one-half inch 
wide and one-six tk ol an inch thick, 
the distance betweem the poles being 
abou t one-qu arter of am imck. 
Hav ing noticed a small spider ae- 
tiv eij ru nning along kis armchair, 
he bru shed it off u pem Iks carpet, 
where it began to nm , bu t was some­ 
what impeded by the rou ghmcss of 
the fabric. He now slid the magnet 
along the carpet, following after ths 
8 |dder, till the ends of tke poles wers 
within a qu arter of an inch of it. Ths 
animal, withou t being tou ched, al­ 
most instantly stopped and on with­ 
drawing the magnet tke spider eon- 
tinu ed on his jou rney . 
The ex perimenter tksn placed ths 
magnet 
half an inch 
in 
front 
of 
the 
spider, and, withdrawing 
it slowly , the latter followed it in 
ev ery direction which the magnet 
took, both in straight and circu itou s 
rou tes. 
Qradu ally , howev er, the spider be­ 
came so strongly magnetized as to be 
immov able for sev eral minu tes, the 
magnetic influ snce seeming to lose 
its fu rther power. On withdrawing 
tke magnet altogether 
the spider 
began to recov er somewhat. 
The scientist u ltimately placed 1 
tu m bler ov er the spider and the mag­ 
net, say s the Detroit Free Press, cov ­ 
ering them both completely , and at 
the ex piration of sev eral minu tes the 
spider, after a stru ggle to escape from 
the strong influ ence which the mag­ 
net ex ercised ov er it, was dead.

Pictorial China Lids and Their Col­ 
lection. 
Peo p le who co llect rare bo o ks o r 
bric-a-brac—an d co llecto rs are so 
man y n o waday s—say s the 
Lo n do n 
Chro n icle, will hear with in terest o f 
the rise o f a n ew hu bby . It is the co l­ 
lectio n o f small chin a p o t lids; the 
co v ers o f tho se artistic jars which 
lo n g ag o were u sed fo r ho ldin g 
shrimp p aste an d meats. James Do r­ 
man , a well kn o wn au tho rity o n bo o k 
p lates, has been lo o kin g in to what 
may be called the histo ry o f the n ew’ 
ho bby —he has himself a larg e co l­ 
lectio n o f the p o tlids—an d o n e o f o u r 
rep resen tativ es has had a talk w’ith 
him o n the su bject. 
“ So far as 1 can discover,” he said, 
“ the pots were first made for the 
shrimpers o f Pegw’ell bay, to contain 
the shrimp paste prepared there. 
Anjbow the earliest examples hav’e 
views of Pegwell bay, as showing 
where the contents of the pots come 
from, and as providing, at the same 
time, a pretty picture in colors. The 
vogue in them would have begun 
ibout 18 40, perhaps, and it lasted 
more or less for 30 jears. Some of 
the lids represent delightful color 
work. Often six or seven colors would 
be used, and I am told by a friend 
that the illustrations must 
have 
keen done by a transfor process. 
“ The art represented by the pot 
lids,” continued Mr. Dorman, “ is 
shown at its very beak in a plaque, 
the workmanship of Frntt of Fenton, 
which is at the Bethnal Green mu­ 
seum. 
The pots, taking them alto­ 
gether, were made in groups; that is 
to say, there would k# so many re­ 
lating to subjects of a mniiorm char- 
aeier. You could fimi a set of lids 
with portraits^—prinoo oonsort, the 
duko of Wellington ox li« rd Raglan, 
who commanded in ik e Crimea; a 
set with pictures ky Wttdb Landseer 
and other artists; m ask with views of 
this quarter of England ox the other. 
While the lids must havo been end­ 
less in number, it m hard enough 
now to come by them; ispocially it is 
very difficult to CMuplato a series of 
them. As to their valm^ one can only 
say that they are hardly on the mar­ 
ket yet, but I supposo a really good 
specimen would fetch 
a 
guinea.
